lonely boy living wtth cousins 
during a crisis in his own fami- 
ly. Michael Kearney, once again 
in the role, was heart-rendingly 
effective as the boy. 


The story line was simple: 


Buddy was harassed by an old- 
er, bigger bully and had no one 
to turn to except the loving and 
sympathetic Sookie, herself bul- 
lied by two hard-eyed sisters 
and a stern, unsympathetic 
brother.

Privacy is possible to a degree in o small bedroom shared by two boys. The key 
is to arrange furniture so each has individual territory to call his own for toys, 
study desk, books and games.

extreme nervous tension. If 
a person has a deficiency of 
thyroid hormone, the amount 
of thyroid extract h«j takes 
must be. carefully, regulated 
to prevent abnormal nervous 
tension. Thyroid extract, like 
insulin for diabetics, is a re- 
placement therapy. Its func- 
tion is the restoration of 
normal metabolism. Thus, 
although it may have to be 
taken indefinitely, this is not 
true addiction. 


Q—Are t h e r e 
different 


kinds of thyroid pills for 
goiter or to bring the blood 
pressure up? Are they given 
for arthritis? 


A—There are several kinds 


of thyroid replacement pills. 
Although t h e y may cause 
some elevation in the blood 
pressure that is not their 
main function. Some victims 
of thyroid deficiency have 
joint pains (not true arth- 
ritis) that are benefited by 
thyroid extract. 


Q—W h a t is Hasimoto's 
disease? Does it cause trem- 
ors or protruding oyes? Is it 
serious? 


A—Hashimoto's disease is 
c h r o n i c thyroiditts. Fine 
tremors and protruding eyes 
occur in persons with an 
overactive thyroid. Since, in 
Hashimoto's d i s e a s e , the 
thyroid function, which is 
normal at first, may drop, it 
would not cause these symp- 
toms. When treated with ap- 
propriate doses of thyroid 
extract the disease can be 
cured,

the Post Office Department, 


Washington, D.C., to our letter 
of Nov. 15 protesting the print- 
Ing of the words "Place Stamp 
Here" in the space usually re- 
served for postage on envelopes 
— which practice works a hard- 
ship on users of postage meters. 
Here is the federal letter:

Dear Mr. Washburn: 
"Place Stamp Here" is printed 


on many mailing pieces to help 
assure that postage will be pre- 
paid by the user before deposit 
in the mails. Mailing pieces not 
so prepaid would have to be rated 
"Postage Due" and the postage 
collected from the addressee at 
the time of delivery. The rating 
of mail as "Postage Due" and 
the subsequent postal handling 
and delivery procedures are 
costly and undesirable to both 
the postal service and its pa- 
trons. 


We have noticed 
many In- 


stances where the "Place Stamp 
Here" message was printed so 
inconspicuously that it did not 
detract from the legibility of the 
postage meter stamp or post- 
mark cancellation. 


Since we have not encountered 


any operational difficulties with 
the use of this message on mall 
matter and because its use Is 
not prohibited, we do not be- 
lieve that we would be Justi- 
fied at this time in acting to 
discontinue its use.

(NEA)— There is little doubt 
about it: The A .m e r i c a n 
Road Race of Champions has 
won its stripes as just about 
the most exciting and hotly 
contested brand of racing 
available in this or any other 
country. 


Last weekend, some 350 


drivers gathered together to 
determine who among them 
were good enough to take 
home 20 Nine Flags Tro- 
phies, one for each class of 
Sports Car Club of America 
racing. 


Thirty minutes of slam- 


bang, wheel-to-wheel compe- 
tition determined the cham- 
pions. U n l i k e other road 
races, run for perhaps 200 
miles or from two to three 
hours where a mistake need 
not count for much, these 
drivers couldn't do anything 
wrong if they expected to 
win. 


Consequently, t e n s i o n s 


were tightly strung and spec- 
tators witnessed the best 
kind of all-out competition. 


And these drivers, as the 


official line goes, are ama- 
teurs. 


So the sometime sports 


fan, conditioned to the slick, 
Madison Avenue profession- 
alism which has invaded 
many spectator sports, in- 
c l u d i n g motor racing, is 
likely to brush off the year- 
long struggle of thousands of 
" a m a t e u r " d r i v e r s as 
merely entertaining diver- 
sion. He couldn't be more 
wrong. 


These 
"amateurs" have 


little in common with the 
participants in a sandlot soft- 
ball game or with the crew 
who gather at the play- 
ground hoop or with the col- 
lection of duffers at the local 
country club. 


They are at once dedicated 


and good enough to manage 
a very fast, beautifully pre- 
pared car around the twist- 
ing, intricate turns of a pro- 
f e s s i o n a l road course at 
speeds approximating that 
which the pros of the species 
can develop. 


What's more, the tradi- 


tional definition of the ama- 
teur—he who performs for 
pleasure, not for pay—no 
longer applies, at least for 
drivers in the A m e r i c a n 
Road Hace of Champions. 


The drivers shared nearly 


$60,000 in awards, travel 
fund and side money, all per- 
fectly legal and. in fact, en- 
couraged by the SCX'A. True, 
there was no official "purse 
money," just the trophies, 
but there is almost enough 
"other" cash to make a 
cross-country trek worth- 
while. 


The 20 champions, inciden- 


tally, also receive 
official 
race blazers from Clubman 
Sportseoats, a gesture from 
the Clubman people widely 
appreciated by both winners 
and losers. 


There are still other indi- 
cations that the AJftfiC is not 
a bush event. Manufacturers 
of automobiles and 
auto- 


oriented products are solidly 
backing the spijctacle—with 
money, advertising, techni- 
cal support and keen execu- 
tive interest.

Dick Smothers, who also 
races cars for pleasure and 
money, pointed out, "If these 
guys are amaftftftfji so are 
Mario Andrettf.
